The steamship service between Vi% 
Loriu mid Sound ports, the establishment 
of national or free ports in Cuunda, the 
survey of a railway line trout Alberta 
to the west coast of Vancouver Island, 
the labor and Indian reserve questions, 
and the movement by the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis society towards checking the 
spreading of that disease in this prov- 
ince, were some of the important mat- 
ters which ciime before the Victoria 
Hoard of Trade at its regular meeting 
yesterday afternoon. President J. A. 
Mara occupied the chair, and there 
was n In i'ko attendance. 

In debating Hie scarcity of labor, J. 
A. Saywanl made an interesting slate- 
inent. He told of a conference between 
Commissioner Cootnbe and Victoria em- 
ployers, at which ihc former had rec- 
ommended that the provincial govern- 
incut be pressed to appropriate *-o;iHit) 
towards bringing Old Country laborers 
to this province. Ai his suggestion it 
was decided that a committee should 
wait upon the government in this con- 
nection. 

The special committee having in hand 
the question of an improved service to 
the 'Sound, reported thai action had 
been taken with satisfactory results. 
The committee was commended upon its 
energy and gratifying achievements. 
West Coast Needs 

In reference to life-suviug on the 
West Coast, Secretary Elwortky read a 
communication from Hon. Wm. Temple- 
man, minister of inland revenue, stating 
that he hud received the board's request 
that '501110 action be taken towards "the 
building of a trail along the shore line 
of the southwest coast of Vancouver Isl- 
and.'' He added : "The Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries bus this whole 
question before him, 'and has, I believe, 
an item in the estimates for thai pur- 
pose." 

C. II. Lugriu stated that he had been 
informed that the Dominion government 
had decided to engage the steamer 
Orion, which was employed in connec- 
tion with the whaling station, for life- 
saving. He also understood that it was 
intended to extend the telegraph line to 
Sechart. This undoubtedly would »>..> n 
material help to navigation. 

An official of the Marine and Fish- 
eries department hud suggested that it 
might be possible to send out a party Jo 
locate u feasible route for a coast trail. 
Uy so doing those being employed 
would serve the purpose of a guard dur- 
ing the winter months. 

It was agreed that a resolution would 
be drafted to that effect. 

Free Port Advocated 

The question of making Victoria a 
free port was introduced by the reading 
of the following resolution: 

Whercna the Royal Commission on 
Transportation lias recommended to the 
Dominion government the establishment or 
national or fret ports. 

And whereas this hoard has already, by 
resolution, approved or such recommenda- 
tion. 

He it resolved, that Mil* hoard requests 
the Dominion government to take Into con- 
sideration the said recommendation at as 
early a date no possible, and expresses the 
hope thai the sea-borne commerce or the 

i nation shall be freed us far as Is practi- 
cable, from the vexations Imposts, other 

! than customs duty, at tile present exlst- 

! "That tliN resolution be forwarded to Sir 
I Wilfrid Lnnrler, the representatives of 
lltrlttsli Columbia In parliament, and to the 
Hoards of Trade of the seaports or luc 
Dominion. 

Would Benefit Victoria 
The mover, Vice-President Pauline, 
explained the advantages of the pro- 
posal. It would do away with pilotage 
lines. He thought thai these were im- 
pediments to the encouragement of the 
shipping trade of the port. In his opin- 
ion the entrance to this city by water 
should he jusl ns free as Government 
street was to the ordinary pedestrian. 
It should he well lighted and also prop- 
erly policed. He thought, perhaps, such 
ideas would appear jusl a little ad- 
vanced. Bui if thai policy were adopt- 
ed generally the Dominion of Canada 
would he stimulated commercially to n 
marked extent. 

In this modioli the president call- 
ed for the letter forwarded by II, P. 
Itithei & Co.. agents for the P. C. S.S. 
'Co., stating thai If pilotage rates con- 
tinued to be demanded Victoria would 
have to be cut out as a port of call by 
■San Francisco steamers. 

K. I.. Drury, M. I'. 1'.. thought the 
position assumed by the officials! of the 
P. C. S.S. Co. tn San Francisco illogical 
lie also was of the opinion that it 
would be bad policy to interfere in any- 
way with the maintenance of the Marine 
hospital. It was a worthy institution, 
lie believed that Ihc board should move 
slowly. 

.Mr. Lugrln explained that the action 
of the P. C. S.S. Co. was only a specific 
instance of Lhc result of the imposition 
of pilotage. The question being dls-

cussed was that of free ports.: It was 
a broader question than Mr. Drury ap- 
peared to think. In reference to the 
Marine hospital, it was not claimed that 
such an institution was unnecessary, or 
thai it did not do good work. All that 
was being objected to was that this port 
should be called upon to give it all the 
uecded financial support. 

Mr. Pauline added that the situation 
might be made clearer by pointing out 
that under the present circumstances 
the seaports were taxed somewhat heav- 
ily. If these dues were paid by the gov- 
ernment from the general revenue the 
relief would be great. Then the tax- 
ation would be more generally distribut- 
ed. Of course the charges always ulti- 
mately came out of the consumer, but 
by lhc adoption of the method suggested 
the seaboard towns would be very mu- 
leriully benefited. 

Songhees Reserve Question 

Taking up the Indian reserve ques- 
tion, a telegram was rend by the secre- 
tary from Hon. -Mr. Tcmplemnn, slat- 
ing thai P. Pcdlcy, of the Indian de- 
partment, had not yet submitted his re- 
port lo the government. 

Mr. Wilson thought a telegram should 
be sent the minister emphasizing the 
importance of the board receiving a copy 
of Mr. Pedley's statement at the earli- 
est possible dale. He suid that the (.'. 
P. It. already was experiencing ditlicul- 
ty in handling the local trade with the 
present facilities. Unless accommoda- 
tion for the extension of its Victoria 
terminal were provided, he feared the 
commercial advancement of the city 
would be seriously hampered. There 
were no Iwo ways about it — the uusi- 
ness could not be handled if it increased. 
And there was no doubt, Mr. Wilson 
continued, that there would be a mark- 
ed improvement during the next few 
years. 

Mr. 'Wilson moved that a wire be 
sent lo Hon. Mr. Tcmplemnn asking 
that Mr. Pedley's report should be for- 
warded lo the secretary of the Victoria 
Board of Trade at the earliest possible 
moment. Carried unanimously. 

Rail to the Mainland 
Mr. Lngrin, on behalf of a special 
committee, submitted^ U'c following re- 
port: j 

Whereas the Royal M'rausportatlon Com- 
mission reported as fAloivs: 

'•'These mutters wesjjforeferrca to In an 
endeavor to Impress the commission favcrr- 
a'bly with the board's desire that Vancou- 
ver Island should be connected with the 
mainland of British Columbia by a railway 
bridge la the vicinity of Seymour Nar- 
rows, aud after a review of all the facta 
the commission recommended : 

"That a further and exhaustive explora-

Reasons for Agitation 

Speaking to the report, Mr. Lugriu 
said that lie wished it understood that 
the Boa rd of Trade did not propose ask- 
ing the Dominion government to com- 
mence at once upon the construction of 
a bridge a toss the Seymour Narrows. 
Action bad been begun by the drafting 
.if a petition, in which the opinion was 
expressed ihnl lhc federal government 
should adopt the recommendations of 
the Transportation commission nnd 
make the project a portion of the nation- 
al transcontinental railway system. He 

had hi told blint he should not press 

the mailer of bridging ihc Narrows, 
because such a thing might embarrass 
scone id' those ia power. In answer he 
had said that life representatives of any 
constituency were placed there in order 
to receive the recommendations of those 
by whom they were elected. There- 
fore I hey should not prove of an embar- 
rassing character to them, lie wished 
lo emphasize this because he knew that 
Hon. Wm. Templemnn, minister of in- 
land revenue, and the representative of 
Victoria in the federal House, realized 
the Importance of the project of spann- 
ing the waters at the Seymour Narrows. 
The minister, he was convinced, would 
nol thank anyone for saying that the 
forwarding of petitions from the Vic- 
torin Board of Trade were an embar- 
rassment to him. He was sure that it 
would give him great sutbifn 
carry on I the wishes of the loea 
zillion. 

The people of Victoria, Mr, 
continued, were ext 
pressing - the Domini 
thing's to which Ihej 
entitled. There wns scarcely n proposal 
suggested without the citizens, whom 
its consummation would most benefit, 
Brsl pointing out the objections to it 
and' the difficulties lying In the way.

"Victoria and vicinity is good enough 
for me to invest half a million in," cas- 
ually remarked T. L. McKay, of Winni- 
peg, an important real eslale operator 
fmm the Multiloba!] capital who lias 
been in Victoria for a few days. lie 
has proved his faith by already making 
purchases of property, reaching, in lite 
aggregate, a very large sum. 

i'esfcrday he purchased the Walter 
Chambers residential properly on the 
Gorge road, one of the finest sites in the 
city. This statement is rendered the 
morn interesting by reason of the fact 
that lhc property mentioned will be- 
come Mr. McKay's family home. 
Reside Here Permanently 

On his present visit he is accom- 
panied by his mother and both are par- 
ticularly charmed with the natural beauty 
of the city. They will return to Win- 
nipeg in a few days for the winter and 
remain until the end of next June. Sev- 
eral of the younger members of the fam- 
ily are attending school and college in 
Winnipeg and Mrs. McKay does not 
wish lo break up the school year. The 
beginning of July will however, see the 
whole family in this city to reside per- 
manently. 

Investing Heavily 

But Mr. McKay has decided Unit bus- 
iness investments in Victoria are also 
desirable. lie is making the best use of 
his present stay. Already he bus made 
several other purchases, including ten 
acres at Oak Bay and several important 
water front lots. Today he will visit 
the Saanich peninsula with a view to in- 
vesting heavily in farming property. 

Although a young man, apparently on 
the sunny side of thirty, he has been ac- 
tively engaged in real estate operations 
for several years. To use bis own words, 
"1 have followed Bp the boom ns it trav- 
eled west. This includes Brandon, Ro- 
gina, Saskatoon, Calgary and Edmonton, 
dmt 1 fully believe that there is a bettor 
chance here for making money than 
there ever was in any of these cities. In 
Brandon, for instance, business prop- 
erty is held at about $1,800 a front foot, 
while here, in equally goon localities it 
can bo secured for $500. Present prices 
In Victoria arc much ton low, reckon- 
ing real business valuation, aud they 
will go much higher." 

Faith in the City 

At this stage of the conversation the 
interviewer was introduced to S. S. 
Stevenson, also of Winnipeg, a business 
associate of Mr. McKay's, who arrived 
on Wednesday on a hurry up call. The 
interview then became triangular, but 
ihc Iwo recent arrivals from the prairie 
monopolized the conversation. They 
seemed full of Victoria. 

i.Mr. Stevenson said: "With the open- 
ing .if the new year at least a hundred 
Winuipeggers will come to Victoria, and 
everyone will buy." 

"Von can bet on that." interpolated 
Mr. McKay. "Of course, owing to bus- 
iness associations many of llieai ennsiol 
possibly leave their present location, but 
all will buy for investment. The wealth- 
ier will purchase winter homes, whil- 
tho others will expect to make money." 

Then .Mr. Stevenson concluded the con- 
versation in a similar strain. "Victoria 
looks good to Winuipeggers," he con- 
tinued. "It looks like a case of 'good 
Winuipeggers, when they gel rich, go to 
Victoria.' British Columbia is the 
theme on everybody's lips." 

And then, to remind him somewhat of 
Winnipeg in a milder climate, .Mr. Mc- 
Kay left for the roller skating rink, nnd 
i he interview terminated.

TWO CENT A MILE PASSENGER FARE 



W. F. MacLean Discusses His Bill 
to Repeal the Anti-Ticket 
Scalping Law 



Ottawa, Dec. 13. — (Special) — Hon. 
Mr. Lemieux, minister of labor, has 
given notice of a bill to aid in prevent- 
ing and settling strikes aud lockouts in 
coal mines, which, is based upon the 
recommendations of Mackenzie King in 
his report on the settlement of the 
Lethbridge coal strike. In this report 
King points out thai the Conciliation 
act passed in 1900, while only a volun- 
tary measure, has led lo a speedy ter- 
mination of many strikes and lockouts. 
The act of 1U03 to mid in the settlement 
of railway labor disputes has had a very 
beneficial effect. King says: "The pur- 
pose <if parliament in enacting both the 
Conciliation and Railway Labor Dis- 
putes acts might he considerably further- 
ed were an act applicable to strikes and 
lockouts in coal mines, similar in some 
of its features to the Railway Labor 
Disputes net, also enacted. Inasmuch 
as coal in this country is a commodity 
on which not only a great part of the 
manufacturing and transportation indus- 
tries, but also, as recent experience has 
shown, much of happiness and life it- 
self, depends, it would appear that if 
legislation can be devised, which, with- 
out encroaching upon recognized rights 
of employers and employees, will at the 
same time protect the public, parlia- 
ment would be justified in enacting any 
measure which will make a strike or 
lockout in a coal mine a thing of the 
past. Such tin end, it would appear, 
might be achieved, al least in pari, were 
a provision made whereby, as in the 
case of the Railway Labor Disputes act, 
all disputes in question might be re- 
ferred to u board empowered to conduct 
an investigation under the additional 
feature, perhaps, Hint such reference 
should not be optional hut obligatory, 
and pending investigation aud until the 
board has issued its finding, the parlies 
he restrained on pain of penalty, from 
declaring a lockout or strike. In view 
of past experience and the present situ- 
ation I would, therefore, respectfully 
recommend thai the attention of par- 
liament be invited to a consideration of 
some such or other measure with a view 
of preventing a possible recurrence of 
experience such as till*) country has been 
forced to witness during the past month, 
and of promoting, in the interests of 
the whole people, industrial peace. 
Maclean's Bill 

The bill to repeal the nnti-ticket scalp- 
ing law, introduced by W. V. MacLean, 
was the principal subject of discussion 
today. In moving the second reading 
MacLean made a discursive speech, of 
which a two-ceut-tt-mile passenger rale 
was the principal theme. 

Dr. Spronle argued strenuously in 
favor of the measure. 

The minister of railways contended 
that the sale and purchase of n railway 
ticket was in the nature of a e mtrnct 
between the railway compny and the 
passenger, ami he thought it should not 
be interfered with. 

The bill was referred to the railway 
committee. 

It, I,. Borden gave notice of a resolu- 
tion that the Board of Railway com- 
missioners shall inquire, determine and 
report with the least possible delay, 
whether or not the tolls charged in stan- 
dard passenger tariffs should be reduced 
so as not to exceed two cents per mile 
upon all or any of the railways of Can- 
ada.

ENIPEBOR DISSOLVES REICHSTAG 



Supplementary Appropriation for Sup- 
port of Army in Southwest 
Africa Refused 



Berlin, Dae. 13.— The existence of the 
Reichstag wns tormina ted suddenly to- 
day amid considerable excitement upon 

the defeat of the goverui it's bill for 

a supplementary appropriation to sup- 
port ihc troops iii Herman Southwest 
Africa. 

This notion on lhc pari of I he gov- 
erumcnl took the house by surprise as 
dissolution means a direct attack on th' 
Clerical parly. The Clericals huv* 
grown so strong aud have attained such 
an influence over the policy of the gov- 
ernment Hint political prophets asserted 
that Imperial Chancellor Von Buelow 
never would venture to create ji breach 
within the parly. The tension between 
the government and the Clericals has 
been growing since the director nf the 
colonial office, Doinburg, on Dec. 3, at- 
tacked the lender of the Centre party, 
Herr Boern, in the Reichstag and 
showed that ho had attempted unduly to 
influence the governments administra- 
tive measures in the colonics. 

Prince Von Buelow, in his final ap- 
peal today for the passage of the bill 
asked: "Are we to jeopardize our na- 
tional standing for a petty sum at the 
end of a campaign which lias cost us 
hundreds of millions?" 

Emperor William dissolved the Reich- 
stag and ordered new elections in conse- 
quence of the government's defeat by 188! 
lo lt!S votes on lhc bill authorizing what 
ihe ministry contends i.s an adequate 
number of troops lo end the insurrection: 
in German Southwest Africa anil hold 
the colony against n recurrence of the 
rebellion. The Clericals, Socialists, 
Poles and one wing of the Radicals 
voted against the government, while the 
Conservatives, National Liberals and 
Moderates and Radicals supported the 
government.

The proposal made when the steam 
whaler Orion was brought to the Van- 
couver Island coast fifteen months 'ago 
by Cnpt. Balcoui and associates to the 
murine department, whereby the vessel 
was to be used in lifesaving when nec- 
essary, was accepted by the minister of 
murine while Capt. Sprott Balcoui was 
at Ottawa, and instructions have been 
given to the public works department 
for (he construction of eight miles of 
telegraph line to connect UcTuclot, on the 
main coasl telegraph line, with Sechart 
whaling station in Barklcy Hound.

Il was .stated in the ree- 
onimeudations sent to Ottawa that the 
steamer Kestrel, now engaged in pa- 
trolling northern British Columbian wa- 
ters, might have been well employed 
during the winter months, when few 
fishermen are at sen, iu this service. Tbe 
government is asked lo use the proposed 
fishery cruiser to be built shortly for tit 
least two months each winter in pa- 
trolling the West coast from a depot 
at Bamlield creek. 

The recommendations made by the 
commission appointed by the Dominion 
government lo investigate the Valencia 
wreck eleven months ago. also urgently 
impressed upon the Dominion government 
the necessity of building a trail on the 
const between Port San Juan and Cape 
Beale ui the easterly extremity of Bar- j 
klcy sound, a distance of about o~> miles.

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THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

! Yesterday's meeting of the Board of 

■Trade wns " >f miieli interest, and 

HemonRtrntes ilio value that this instilii- 
tion is iii Victoria. A brief reference 
to the various subjects considered may 
nol be untimely, especially as some more 
or less estimable people arc disposed to 
think the Board's usefulness to be not 
nearly as ^rent us il ought to be. This 
idea is due in part to the very slight 
interest taken in the affairs of the Hoard 
ib.v Hie general public, mid in part to •". 
mmtinderstaiiilin-i on the purl of some 
people, as in il i- nature of the Board 
and lue wwpc of its operalious. A Hoard 
of Trade is nol a dub for the discussion 
of public questions, but a body which 
drills with concrete subjects as they 
arise from lime to time. 

The matters considered yesterday 
were : 

Life-saving on the West Coast. This 
bus received n very great deal of con- 
sideration from the Hoard, and although 
inuch persistent effort has been required, 
il may be conceded that the desired 
work is now in a fair way to be carried 
out. The particular matter, with which 
the Hoard has specially concerned itself 
recently, is ihe construction of a wagon 
rond, or al leasl a trail, from Carmannh 
Poini to Cape lieale. For a time things 
looked as if there was no chance of se- 
curing this, 1ml the word received from 
air. Templemau is to the effect that the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries 
will Hike il up. Il was also stated at 
ihe Board, though unotficinlly, that an- 
other of tht' Hoard's recommendations, 
namely, that a telegraph or telephone 
line should be extended to Sechart, and 
that the services of the Orion would he 
thus made available in case of ship- 
•wreclc, was about to ho carried into ef- 
fect. This will be a very valuable step 
towards the etUcienl protection of the 
coast, pending the establishment by the 
government of vessels specially fitted to 
go lo the rescue of ships in distress. The 
■Colonist has been very urgent in respect 
to these mutters, and has expressed it- 
self ns strongly in respect to them as it 
knows how. and it has therefore much 
pleasure in saying that apparently good 
results are to follow from the agitation. 

The second question discussed was 
the adoption by the government of the 
principle of free ports for Canada. In 
pome minds I his lias been confused 
with the proposal to abolish compulsory 
pilotage dues at Victoria, but while the 
latter would he the result of the adop- 
tion of the policy of free ports, the ques- 
tion is a very much wider one. It af- 
fects ail parts of Canada. The confu- 
sion referred to arises from the fact 
Hint this question of compulsory pilot- 
|lgC has been discussed in Victoria for 
Several years, and when the Royal 
(Dra importation Commission was here, it 
was mentioned by a committee "f the 
[Hoard of Trade. The Commissioners 
investigated the mailer as closely as 
they could, but said that it would be 
■dealt with by them as a part of a gen- 
eral proposal to make all ports in Can- 
ada free. The resolution passed by the 
Jiuard yesterday was in the nature of 
sn endorsement of the Commission's 
Jrecouinieudaliou, ami although there was 
tome reference during the debate to lo- 
Jial pilotage matters, il was only inci- 
dental to the main question, and no de- 
liverance was made by Ihe meeting in 
fegard thereto. 

, The third question was that of the 
jjonghees Reserve. There is no doubt 
that the settlement of this matter is of 
Increasing urgency. The Hoard felt un- 
jibie to lake any definite action owing to 
the luck of official information as to 
villi! .Mr- Pedley had done ami what lie 
hud recommended; but .Mr. Templemau 
has beeo. romtnunicii ted with, and an 
effort will be made to impress the gov- 
ernment through him with the neces- 
sity of immediate action of some kind. 

The liexl subject taken up was the 
bridging of Seymour .Narrows, when the 
Hoard reaffirmed iis previous action in 
tin- matter and passed n resolution ask- 
ing the government to make an appro- 
priation lo carry out the recommenda- 
tion of the [toyal Transportation Com- 
mission. There can be no doubt that in 
this matter the Hoard voices the senti- 
ments of the entire community, except a 
few people. who, for reasons best 
known to themselves, feel called upon to 
discourage any extra pressure being 
brought to bear upon our representa- 
tives. Politics have no place in this 
matter, but we cannot forbear saying 
that those friends of the Minister of In- 
hind Revenue are exceedingly ill-advised, 
who place him in the position of one, 
who does nol desire in be pressed p, 
take action in regard thereto. -\ repre- 
sentative may naturally not wish to be 
constantly urging a government to lake 
any particular line of action: hut when 
his constituents bring pressure to bear 
upon him, lis hast m« other resource left, 
and his insistency will he respected by 
the government. 

The .shortage of labor is another sub- 
ject which was brought under (he no- 
tice of the Hoard, Il is a very rfifUcull 



one, and mention is made of it here only 
for the purpose of illustrating the char- 
acter of the questions which come up 
for solutiou, The day Qias arrived hi 
the history of Victoria when every one, 
who lias an interest in the welfare of 
the city, should give a little of his Lima 
to the subjects dealt with by the Board. 
In all growing cities, tip* Hoard of 
'Trade is one of the most potent agen- 
cies for good, and we are quite sure that 
we express the sentiments of the active 
members of the Victoria organization, 
when we say that they would he more 
than pleased if every one would join 
with them in the effort to advance the 
welfare of Victoria. 



THE COAST TRAIL. 

The Minister of "Marino and Fisheries 
has promised that an appropriation will 
be asked to provide for the building of a 
trail along a part of Ihe West t.'oasl for 
the aid of shipwrecked mariners. This 
announcement the Colonist made day 
before yesterday, and it was confirmed 
by a despatch to the Times hist night. 
We repeat our suggestion, that the Min- 
ister should arrange so as lo have the 
work begun at once, in order that there 
may be people lllong l>he const this win- 
ter, who will be in a position to render 
ships assistance in some oases, perhaps, 
and who certainly may be aide to res- 
cue any unfortunate people who may be 
cast ashore, .Now that the work has 
been decided upon, there might in be 
no diflieulty in doing this. 

We observe [hat an effort is being 
made by Mr. Ralph Smith and a Vic- 
toria paper to cast aspersions upon Mr. 
JleBrido because he did nut commit the 
provincial government to a share in the 
undertaking. It would be just as reason- 
able to cast reflections upon Mr. .Mo- 
Bride because of the delay in the erec- 
tion of lighthouses. Wo are surprised 
that no one has yet thought of blaming 
him for the delay in the construction of 
the Pachena light. Assuming that what 
Mr. McBlide said has been correctly re- 
ported, all it amounts to, at the very 
outside, is an expression of doubt on his 
part as to whether or not a road can be 
placed near enough to the shore to be 
of service. We think this is a mis- 
taken view, hut cannot for the life of 
us see what hearing it has upon the 
subject. There was absolutely no rea- 
son for approaching Mr. McBride, The 
protection of the coast does not come 
within the jurisdiction of the local legis- 
lature, and the suggestion that this 
province should pay a pari of the cost 
of such protection was utterly unreason- 
able. Such a proposal would haw been 
made to no oilier province, but appar- 
ently British Columbia must always ex- 
poet exceptional treatment, except in 
those cases in which she is entitled to 
it. The Dominion government has recog- 
nized its responsibility in the premises, 
and it is rather a mean piece of busi- 
ness to excuse delay in this recognition 
by attempting lo represent Mr. McBride 
as opposing it. Mr. Brodeur, in refer- 
ring ti> the mailer, said that he was un- 
able lo secure Mr. McBride's co-opera- 
tion in the building of the road partly 
as a colonization project. lie- ought 
nol to have expected tu do so. because 
the nature of the country is such thai 
if a road were built that would be use- 
ful as a colonization basis, it w mid 
necessarily he loo far from Ihe shore 
lo be of any service for life-saving pur- 
poses. This we understand to have 
been Mr. McBride's position, and il is 
perfectly tenable. What is not easy to 
understand is thai view of politics, 
which leads any public man to seek lo 
make political capital nut of it. The 
Colonist has for its pari strictly avoid- 
ed anything that could be construed into 
such. It has dealt with the matter from 
a humanitarian [mint of view, and it is 
glad to say that what it has worked fin- 
is to be accomplished. It does not claim 
to have brought about the accomplish- 
ment, bill it has at least the .satisfaction 
id' knowing that il is ihe only newspaper 
Jin British Columbia which has eontend- 
i ed for this important safeguard to navi- 
gation.

Pelts Valued at Over $350,000 
Will Be Offered to the 
World's Buyers

Today salted sealskins taken 

by the Victoria sealing licet in Bering 
Sea and on the British Columbian coast 
during the past year Will be offered for 
sale by C. M. Lumpsou & Co., of Lon- 
don, Eng., and at the same time Goad, 
Rigg it Co. will olfer for sale 2,D()0 
skins taken by the Heel of schooners sail- 
ing from Halifax (in which Victorians 
arc interested), off Cape Horn, the Falk- 
land islands, and the Uruguay a if coast. 
The same Arm will also sell 4,000 skins 
from the rookeries of Lobos island. The 
catch of the .lapanese sealing Meet in 
Bering and Okhotsek seas did not reach 
London in time for the annual sealskin 
sale. The thirty-three casks brought by 
the steamer Antilpchus from Yokohama 
and sent hurriedly across the continent 
for rush shipment from New York also 
failed to arrive in time. 

If the sealskins to be sold today by j 
auction brings as high ,; price as at the 
sale Inst December the price realized 
by i he skins taken by the Victoria seul- 
(ors, and the const Indians, who sent 
about 1,200 of the total, will realize 
$359,778. The average price paid last 
•year was $25 for each pelt, 
i The annual sale of. furs by C. M. 
Lumpson & Co. is the largest of the kind 
in the world and attracts buyers each' 
year from many countries. Russians from 
the fur centres, .such as N'ishni-Novgorod 
and elsewhere; French buyers from 
Paris and other northern points, Ger- 
mans, Scandinavians and Danes; from 
all fur-buying countries with the excep- 
tion of the United States. The skins 
taken by pelagic sealers cannot be sold 
in Ihe latter country, where only the 
pelts taken from the seal rookeries leased 
by llil North American Commercial 
company on St. Paul and St. George 
islands of the Pribyloll's in Bering sea 
can be marketed. About 12.000 skins 
are available for sale ill the United 
States this year.

The big game hunting of the British 
Columbia Interior continues to attract 
largo numbers of. wealthy sportsmen 
hero every fall, according to \V. Man- 
son, the well known guide, of Lllluoet. 
Mr, Manson has been in Victorl'a sev- 
eral days enjoying a brief holiday, 
alter one of the busiest seasons In his 
experience. 

For some time past, Mr, Manson 
says, the Lillooet and neighboring dis- 
tricts have been increasing In popu- 
larity as hunting grounds. Each fall 
his .services have been In greater de- 
mand than In the previous year. As 
every one of this class of visitors 
spend at least $1000, and sometimes 
$,'!000 or $-1000, In the province upon 
equipment and other expenses, the im- 
portance of the sport furnished by the 
big game as an asset to the country 
might be realized. lie thought it had 
been underestimated heretofore, but 
was glad to say that, through the 
efforts of A. Byron AVilliams, the pro- 
vincial government was deriving more 
revenue from this resource than ever 
before. His endeavors also were re- 
sulting In a better observance of the 
laws, and, generally, in the more 
thorough protection of the game. 

There was still room for Improve- 
ment, Mr. Manson affirmed. He did 
not agree with many of the. provisions 
of the Gallic Act or British Columbia 
In respect to the open and close sea- 
sons for the Big Horn, or mountain 
sheep. It was permissible to shoot 
these, he said, at a time of the year 
during which they were exceedingly 
easy to obtain. He intended to recom- 
mend, and he understood his efforts 
would be supported by Mr. Williams, 
a change in this and' other clauses. 
Prohibitive measures that would be 
applicable to the. general run of game, 
he pointed out, could not be satisfac- 
torily, enforced in connection with 
mountain sheep and other species of 
big game. Therefore ho hoped that 
special legislation would be lntrodU<fcd 
and carried through the House. 

Mr. Manson went on to say that the 
hunting to be obtained in Lillooet, 
combined with that of the northern 
interior of British Columbia, provid- 
ing proper regulations were intro- 
duced, would develop into one of the 
best revenue-producing assets of the 
Canadian West. At no other place In 
tile world could better sport be found. 
The wealthy Nlmrods of the Old 
Country and America were constantly 
looking for some place where they 
might spend a few months in the 
enjoyment of their favorite pastime. 
Among those people British Columbia 
was attracting marked attention. It 
was being extensively advertised by 
those who had come and left with 
good bags and stories o£ splendid 
hunting in the midst of a wild, pic- 
turesque countiV'. Therefore, more 
might be expected. For these reasons 
lie hoped that everything possibU 
would be done to prevent the possibil- 
ity of the extermination, or even the 
serious depletion, of the game. All 
that was necessary to ensure this was 
to Introduce proper laws and to see 
that they were stringently enforced. 
By so doing British Columbia would 
become one of the principal hunting 
centres of America.

Hon. R.G.Tatlow Says Immigrants

C Tat- 
low, minister of agriculture and finance 
While the minister did not care to di- 
vulge 1 he exact terms of the contract 
entered into with Hie Salvation Army 
lie was not averse to discussing the pro- 
posed granting of $25,000 to aid the for- 
mer organization in bringing settlers to 
British Columbia. 

Money Not Yet Needed 

Tho matter, he said, had been consid- 
ered during the conferences held between 
Commissioner Coombe and members of 
the cabinet. There was no doubt that 
il would be a measure in the interests 
of the West and one which would assist 
in the execution of any plans the Salva- 
tion Army might have iu view in regard 
to the encouragement of immigration to 
this province. But, he contended, the | 
money wasn't needed yet. It was not 
intended that it should he used in bring- 
ing the men to the country. The army 
wasn't looking for absolute paupers. 
They expected the settlers selected to 
pay 'at least a portion of their transpor- 
tation and other expenses. All they did 
was to extend necessary assistance and 
to direct their proteges as to the best 
districts in which to make their future 
homes. Therefore the $25,000 wouldn't 
be needed immediately. The use it. was 
proposed to put that sum to was entirely 
different to that which, apparently, the 
Victoria Hoard of Trade members had 
in mind. If such an appropriation were 
made the Salvation Army proposed dis- 
bursing it in the payment of transporta- 
tion, etc., of the families of those net- 
tiers who, having left the Old Country 
upon the recommendation and through; 
the co-operation of;, the Salvation Army, 
are satisfied with the change and wish 
their, immediate relatives to join them. 
These people, as 0. : .rule, hadn't suffj- ' 
cient funds on hand,' after a few months 
had convinced them that they had been 
cast amid agreeable surroundings and 
were in a situation with better possibil- 
ities than formerly, to bring their wives 
and families to join them. It was when 
that stage Itnd boon reached thnt the 
army wished the government appropria- 
tion of $25,000 so that it might be pos- 
sible lo again aid them financially. 
Scheme an Excellent One 

Hon. -Mr. Tntlow though that the 
scheme was nil excellent one. It had 
worked well in other provinces and 
would probably he found just as satis- 
factory in British Columbin, But tho 
time hadn't arrived. The settlers them- 
selves hadn't yet begun to pour across 
the Itoclcies.

A wealthy Chicago syndicate, composed 
largely of directors of the Hibernian 
bank, has acquired a controlling inter- 
est in the 17 gold, copper and zinc claims 
owned by a group of Victoria men : otr 
'Husking mountain. Next summer a 
large amount of preliminary work, to 
the value id' about $50,000, will bo en- 
gaged in, and should operations be as 
I successful as present showings indicate', 
a company will be formed under the 
lays of New Jersey, with a capital of 
not less than $5,000,000. 

Negotiations are in progress to ac- j 
| (j u ire the charter of the British Colum- 
bia, Northern & Mackenzie Valley rail- 
way, which is in the hands of a num- 
ber of residents of Victoria. The ex- 
treme remoteness of the district readers 
the construction of a railway absolutely 
necessary should the mine be worked 
on a large scab'. Though the distance 
is a long one. Prof. Powers' report has 
induced the syndicate to prepare for 
building the railroad thai may follow. 
He estimated, in 1005, that there is 
1,500,000,000 tons of ore in sight, or 
more than double the output of every 
product of the earth, both metalliferous 
and otherwise, in two years.

Reference has been made from time to 
time of the mineral wealth of Ila.-kins 
mountain, but. the developments an- 
nounced above show that in the opinion 
of a recognized authority it lias not been 
overestimated. The deal did not go 
through until Prof. Powers, with a body, 
of assistants, had spent two months in 
Investigation. For this purpose a com- 
plete assay outfit was packed in to 'tin 
property and tests made at every avail- 
able point. These proved 'the ore to be 
worth $40 per ton in zinc, in addition 
to good gold and copper values. The 
syndicate acquiring the claims' is com- 
posed of men of large experience in sim- 
ilar classes of mining, ami their confi- 
dence promises well, for the. future of 
lode mining in Cassiav. Rut, until trans- 
portation facilities are secured, the 
mountain might as -well remain of no 
value. That it is the intention to oh 
tain these is Indicated by the movement 
to acquire Die railway charier mention- 
ed above. The bond calls for the de- 
posit: in a Victoria bank <jf the sum for 
ue\-( year's work before April 1, 10(17. 
As a substantial sum has been paid the 
owners as a first instalment of the in- 
terest acquired by the Chicago syndi- 
cate, il appears certain the new share- 
holders have faith in the future of the 
properties.

He 
hud just returned from (Seattle utter 
purchasing logging engines for the pur- 
pose of opening camps Cor the Ladysuiilh 
Lumber company, of which he is presi- 
dent. The company will at once com- 
mence operations on its limits on l lit? 

east ist of 1 1i<j Island, a short distance 

north of Seymour Narrows. It was the 
intention to purchase boilers for the en- 
gines here, but Mr. Coburn stated that, 
owing to the labor disputes, all the ma- 
chinery required for the new logging 
en nips will now he obtained from the 
other side. Within two months the Lady- 
smith company will eimmnnec getting 
out its own logs and, after supplying 
the requirements of its own mills, prob- 
ably place logs on the market. 

Sir. Coburn is confident that the pres- 
ent prices will remain for next season at 
all events, even if they do not increase. 
"All the lumber we can cut," he said, 
"is easily sold in the Northwest, -while 
some of our shingles go as far east us 
New York. Prices arc higher on the 
other side than here. When freight and 
duty iire considered it is easily seen w'mil 
big figures are paid for shingles, for In- 
stance in the Eastern Stales." 

As an old resident of Vancouver Island 
Mr. Coburn is well ipialilied to speak of 
its coming development. lie is enthu- 
siastic regarding the future. "The best 
thing that ever happened," was the 
way he characterized the proposed ex- 
tensive clearing operations of the C. P. 
R. on the E. & N. railway. From a re- 
cent eo nvers n tin n with one of the com- 
pany's engineers he gathered that the 
lirst location -would be back of Cumber- 
land where, lie stated, there is a large 
quantity of first class land. Though, Li 
bis opinion, the bridge across Seymour 
Narrows .will not be built for some time 
he believes it will come eventually. 

"What is helping Nnnainio out at the 
present time," he continued, "is the 
brisk demand for coal. That builds up 
the coal city. Although a few settlers 
are coming in, they are nothing com- 
pared to those that will follow when the 
C. P. It. commences operations. We 
have, near Nnnainio, and in fact at 
many places up the east const of the 
Island, land that will grow fruit equal- 
ly well as the district round Victoria. 1 
think, in this industry alone, Vancouver 
Island will .shortly lake a foremost place. 
Island fririt must eventually he a favor- 
ite on the English market. The climate 
is so similar to that of the fruit grow- 
ing parts of (!reut Britain that the 
flavor is as good, if not belter. Though 
fruit in eastern Camilla is of very good 
appearance, the apples, in particular, are 
too coarse in texture and lacking in fla- 
vor to suit the palate of .the class of Eng- 
lish purchasers who are able to buy the 
best. 

■■Hut thai is (Oily one thing." Mr. Co- 
burn remarked, "there are other indus- 
tries that will forge ahead. Vancouver 
Island has I he largest anil most com- 
pact body of merchantable limber in the 
world and it alone would warrant faith 
in the Island's future prosperity. Though 
there arc several mills, nnd others under 
contemplation, ] believe the insistent nnd 
rapidly increasing demand hnth of Hie 
prairie and overseas trade will force the 
construction of many more in the near 

I'll I lire. 

"Ami then the surface of the Island 
has not even been scraped by prospec- 
tors. Indications, outside a few local- 
ities, are all that exist. That many of 
these prospects will prove mines with 
depth I thoroughly believe, in fact, for 
the size, Vanouver Island has greater 
and more varied resources thiin any oth- 
er part of the globe. The present pros- 
perity," Mr. Coburn concluded, "will con- 
tinue. Not only thai, opportunities will 
expand with great rapidity ami 1 think 
Ihe time will shortly' come when not only 
its commanding position for Oriental 
trade, but also its built up, self -rent red 
commercial importance, will compel ade- 
quate railway communication with the 
Mainland. Whether ferties or the Sey- 
mour Narrows' bridge will conic first, 
I do not venture lo predict, but there 
will be some proper transportation facil- 
ities provided within the next couple of 
years."

The reproduction in facsimile in Tues- 
day's Colonist <>f an advertisement of 
British Columbia apples, that appeared 
in the Edinburgh Scotsman of Nov. 10, 
has attracted considerable attention. 
Several local rruil growers have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the retail price 
al which they were sold 15, IS and HI 
shill iu.^s per 40 pound box was excessive 
and induced by the fact that the apples 
in question were taken to England for 
exhibition purposes. 

Thai such is not the case has been 
proved by correspondence with Unr- 
ein. Jacobs & Co., the big fruit sales- 
men of London, Liverpool and Glasgow 
as long ago as February, 1005. This 
linn, 'which handles 110 per rent of the 
Pacific const apples reaching England, 
wrote I{. M. Palmer, under date Feb- 
ruary 8, 1905, referring to Cox's Orange 
Pippins, Spitzeuberg ami Newton Pip- 
pins, from Oregon; "The lowest realiza- 
tion has been 14s. per case and the high- 
est ISs. It would not surprise us if $1.75 
had been paid iu Oregon tills season." 
Shipped Full Carload 
As a result of this correspondence a 
shipment of a full carload was sent to 
England last November, and, after being 
exhibited at the Ito.va) Horticultural 
Fruit. 'Show in London, where it ob- 
tained one gold and nine silver and sil- 
ver gilt medals, was sold to fruit deal- 
ers at tlhe highest prices. These ranged 
nt wholesale from 10s. Od. to Ills.; so 
the retail prices given in yesterday's is- 
sue are apparently rather under than 
over the average. 

An immense, amount of npplcs is 
shipped every year from Oregon to the 
British market. This grade has reached 
such an extent and competition has be- 
come so keen owing to the prevalence 
of pests in California and the conse- 
quent diraintiou of the crop, that English 
buyers visit Oregon every summer and 
purchase apples on the! trees, arranging 
with local associations for packing. This 
course is most largely pursued in the 
Hood River district which was une of 
the first to Introduce up-to-date meth- 
ods of packing and uniform sized boxes. 
These boxes are now the standard 
weight of Canada. 40 pounds, and Brit- 
ish Columbia packers are recognized now 
us being as expert as any in the world. 

The most successful apple, as re- 
gards price, of any grower in Great Brit- 
ain is Cox's Orange Pippin, that is now 
being grown to perfection in many parts 
of British Columbia, particularly in the 
vicinity of Lytton and in the Okanngan 
valley. Many experiments have been 
made in other parts of Canada and the 
United States to cultivate it successfully 
but, outside this province, they have 
been failures. There was a splendid col- 
lection of this variety included in the 
consignment taken to England recently 
by R. M. Palmer, but it is presumed 
| it was retained in the exhibit until after 
I the big show in London, The Blenheim 
I Ornnge, one of the varieties named in 
i the advertisement mentioned, is, how- 
j ever, a very similar variety. 

May Visit British Columbia 
! There is every indication thai the 
I fruit al present in England will be the 
cause of inducing Old Country buyers, 
| who at present confine their attention 
to Oregon and California, to visit Brit- 
ish Columbia next season. This lias 
been shown in official correspondence. 
The only thing wanting iu the past bus 
I been the production of a sufficient qunn- 
! tity of fruit to warrant the British 
I wholesalers attention. As there are now 
about 20,000 acres of orchards in the 
province that have reached the bearing 
j stage oil I of the 40,000 to 45,000 acres 
under cultivation, the industry is rapidly 
assuming large proportions. 

Fruit growers in Victoria and ii.s vi- 
iuity need not, however, consider the 
h market at present.

Consumptive Sanitorium 

Building Fund 

One hundred thousand dollars (100,- 
000) asked for— fifty thousand dollars 
($00,000) needed, to entitle committee 
tu Hon. James Dunsmuir's grant of ten 
thousand dollars (?10,t)00.) 

Is u Consumptive Sunitorium needed? 
During the month of September of this 
year a boy nineteen years old becuino 
consumptive. He lived in a hotel and 
was dependent on his own efforts as a. 
luborer. As a result of his disease ho 
was turned out o£ three hotels and re- 
fused admission to a public Hospital. The 
hoy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God hnvo 
mercy on us for our neglect of sucli 
cases." Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed V 

The tfeatfi-roll from consumption in 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

Tne number of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be five times as great us the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British Columbia. 

Wo have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that, yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services and earning powers 
of thousand* of citizens who nre in- 
capacitated by illness, and others we !oso 
outright by death, through this one 
cause^ — and that a preventable couse. 
This Is something lo set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to lie measured 
by mere figures, or described iu mere, 
language. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. Tlio 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert: supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
in n sanitorium. 

A further advantage connected with 
such nn institution is that the admis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
sucli person is returned cured, or other- 
! wise, .to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
| portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care he should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care iu disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; in a 
word, he is persistently tuught to move 
and live so that no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the_ care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in the suni- 
torium. not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because or his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family and general sur- 
roundings an educational influence Infin- 
itely more effective than all the litera- 
ture and arguments of physicians and 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions as to consumption are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
That beinj; so, inaction is. to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to ntem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It Is proposed to build a sanitorium in 
British Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. .Action, imtnedinte action, is im- 
perative, tr we wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide.
